'Rusk, who returned

night from 16 days of East-West 
talks on disarmament 
and Ber- 


lin, had a midmorning date with 
the President followed by a Na- 
tional Security 
Council meeting 


at the White House. 


The secretary of state was ex- 


pected to meet also with the Sen- 
ate and House Foreign Relations 
Committees, probably Thursday. 


While no major progress oc- 


curred on basic cold war disputes 
the 17-nation disarmament confer- 
ence did not break up in an an- 
gry flurry as have some past 
East- West gatherings. The Soviets 
showed a willingness to keep on 
talking about Berlin rather than 
pressing the issue to ,thc point of 
war. 


Lower level delegates remained 


at Geneva for what -is expected 
to, be months of negotiating on 
the 'complicated and still largely 
unresolved disarmament issues. 


The Berlin talks, 'by agreement

As 
a comparison, the U.S. govern- 
ment expected to take in from all 
sources, including taxes, $93 bil- 
lion this year. Of this $52 billion 
goes for defense.

"But if I do not run," he said,

shed thc burden of the office. If 
I back someone and everyone is 
going to come to me to get to 
sec the governor, whoever he is, 
I might as well run myself." 


Faubus said chances that he 


Would seek some other political of- 
fice besides governor were mini- 
mal. 


The governor said a strong pos- 


sibility exists, whether he runs or 
not, 
that the Republican Party 


,will make a spirited bid to take

"There is no question but what 


Winthrop Rockefeller is waiting in 
the wings and if the summons is 
strong, he will appear," Faubus 
said. 


Rockefeller, 
chairman of the 


Arkansas Industrial Development 
Commission, is thc GOP national 
commiltccman for Arkansas and 
he has admitted in thc past he 
might like to be govcrnor. 


Faubus' declined to discus's1 the 


chances of candidates who might 
run for govcrnor if he withdraws, 
except to say Ally. Gen. Frank 
Holt "would be one of thc stronger 
candidates if he runs," 
" Holt said Tuesday he was def- 
initely considering the race if 
Faubus retires, but he indicated 
he would not run against the gov- 
ernor. 


Faubus still refused to commit 


himself not to run. Each time 
newsmen attempted to pin him 
down, he sidestepped a definite 
answer.

Publication 
of Warrants 
Before Court 


LITTLE ROCK (AP)-The Ar- 


kansas Supreme Court has been 
asked to decide whether a county 
clerk must publish lists o( War- 
rants if no appropriation is mado 
to pay publication costs. 


The court will rule in a case 


appealed from St. Francis Circuit 
Court. Judge Elmo Taylor ruled 
in a taxpayer's suit that County 
Clerk 
Dorothy Bernard 'had to 


publish warrants eve'n thouglv the 
quorum court had provided no 
funds for the purpose. 


County Judge M. D. Clark join- 


ed the clerk in the appeal because 
he would have to approve war- 
ranis paying for any such publi- 
cation.

Clark said Monday he had re-
